W aving Revolver and Flag, He Seizes 


Horse and Is Shot Through Head aa 


He 18 Felled by Another Racer. 


Ascot Heath, England, June 20.—A 
desperate male suffragist, in the pres­ 
ence of King George, Queen Mary aud 
a brilliant 
concourse of 
racegoeis, 
dashed upon the race track here dur­ 
ing the running ot the $17,500 gobi cup 
event, and in a spectacular effort to 
break up the contest received injuries 
that undoubtedly will prove fatal. 
C ards found in the clothing of the 
luau bear the nam e and address “ Hew­ 
itt, 
T rinity 
College, 
Cam bridge.” 
H ew itt is on the rolls of Cambridge 
university as an undergraduate. 
Pulling a revolver and a flag bear­ 
ing the suffragette colors from his 
pocket, th e man ran directly into the 
path of August Belm ont's American 
horse, Tracery, ju st as it was entering 
the stretch. He was knocked down. 
aud as he fell his revolver went otf, 
the bullet lodging in his head. 
The injured m an was rushed to a 
hospital, where an operation was per­ 
formed However, he continued to sink 
rapidly. T he exam ination showed that 
the man bad shot himself in the head. 
T he wound In the skull had first been 
attributed to a frac ture sustained when 
he was knocked to the ground, but 
pi ohing revealed a gunshot wound. The 
police 
w ere 
uncertain w hether the 
shooting was accidental or intentional. 
In the excitem ent the firing of the allot 
had gone unnoticed. 
H ew itt's act deprived the American 
sportsm an of a good chance of cap tu r­ 
ing the trophy, which was won by T 
Pllkington's

Palatine, 
with 
Steadfast second and Alpho third. 
T he man had taken a position as 
n ear as possible to the royal enclo­ 
sure, which was 
occupied by King 
George and Queen Mary. He stood at 
the rail, and the countless guards, on 
duty to prevent just such outrages, 
had 
no warning of the tragic inci­ 
dent. 
The royal 
party, along 
with 
the 
throngs of fashionable siiectators, In 
eluding 
many foreign tourists, had 
tiieir eyes levelled upon the stretch 
with the field of eight horses, when. 
with a thou:, H ewitt hurled himself 
upon the track. Before anyone could 
interfere he had draw n a suffrage flag 
and n revolver from his pocket and 
dashed am ong the running horses. 
T racery was evidently m istaken for 
a royal entry, for the m an levelled his 
weajMin at the Jockey, at the sam e time 
waving his, flag and shouting some­ 
thing which was lost in the thunder of 
the horses’ hoofs. 
T racery staggered, throw ing Jockey 
Whaley, who turned a com plete som­ 
ersault in midair Another horse, how­ 
ever, which was running neck and 
neck with the Belmont entry, struck 
the suffragist, flinging

The m ultitude was stricken into hor­ 
rified silence st the scene 
A moment 
later a m urm ur of sound went up and 
guards rushed upon the course, lifting 
the forms of Whaley and the suffra 
gist.

Scarcely any public work Is more 
permanent in its character when once 
undertaken than that o f highway im ­ 
provement.
